Corp., Interlocked nt one time wHli Hiller's l.G. FarlH-a Works. H.iward Is a major stockholder 
and until recently a director of Odcgj;o's seaiiiliil -rUMeii Civic Center lUnik, of which Howard's 
close pal, Jmige and M.ijor General Otto Kcniec Is « fellow stockholiler. Kcmer sits In the 
Court where die "7" case Is peniUng.

A C.l A.-type cporatlv-j,’ pcolng as a Chlcag<j pullceman, named OatUel Crudi, led die 
asaanslnatlon team diat wiped out Hampton, Groth was also recently exposed In a federal court 
suit fur hlH uompllclty in a Oilcago plot to kill President Kennedy dircc weeks before Dallas. 
Crod), according to dio suit, helped ahon the plot in Giicago so that Lee Harvey Oswald could 
escape .from Oilcago with two C.l. A. agents and head for Dallas. Groth was a "witness" ogalnst 
an Oswald "double" driving a car with license plates linked to Oswald. Tlins, NLxon was knock • 
at Fred Hampton's door, (See: Skolnlck va.

12. Anutlier fact, Intorciulng In die qontext of related fncta, is Jic following described 
event. A young fellow, whose name la known to rlio CUIzcns' CommiUee, believed a concealed 
antenna wire led down the side of die 5tcger fViildlng, nn«l through a series of twists nnU turns, 
led Into n, hollow sixit In Rennie's fourth floor office, .where It wn.i believed Rennie had a oliort 
Wiivc rrmismliier for use prusumuhly between him niui ttio fedcriit building, two blocks away, 
(Renniu, from Convention Week on, always had an office a block or so from the fe<ler.\l building). 

Under a pretext that he was nn F.C.C. Insiicctur. .the yunng fellow pursued the wire into 
Rennie's office. Very unlike ii revohillonnry. Rennie wua iiistniineinnl in turning die young, 
nosey fellow over to dip F.B.l. PuhUoliy? None. The innitcr wn.s hushed up when die F.B.I. 
heard die Cuizt'iis* Comnilitee would raise a storm If die young fellow were pruHecuted.

have led a cniup.dgii to glamorize those (some of whom are Hus|iecied agents) who Ixunb buildings 
all over tho country niul ace allegedly Involved In vnrious kldnupplng and nssnssInatUui plots 
dire«.9iid allegedly ng.iliist high officials of the govornment . 

Example: the Oilcago Dally News stories In 1970, nhout llio supposed boiidier- radical, 

Diana Onghion (whose .ilsiur iiinrrled a C.l. A. fink), contained a fraiulolnit plciuru .supvxiscdly 
showing Diana's tombstone in Dwighi, tiilmds. Rennie and others arc spixirciitiy part of a wider 
circle of puts ups, by the U.S. and other goveniments, to defeat tho U.S, Constittrtlon, particularly 
£ruo speedi, 'and to discredit |Xiiice movementd and dissent. 

Conclusion: those who tnily dissent against bad govenimental policies are thus flushed out 
and Qiigered by gviverinnent finks whii Iximb ilioir own real estnto siuj make us uut green baiiAtiAs,
